of their courses. 

Coolidge took compulsory physical 
training himself as a student of Am- 
herst college, and believes in it. But 
he does not believe that compulsory 
military training with fire-arms is 
either beneficial or necessary, accord- 
ing to the view expressed by his 
spokesman at the white house today. 
Drill with guns was not compulsory 
at his school. He regards compulsory 
drill as conducive to a_ militaristic 
spirit, whose growth he would de- 
plore. :

IS DECLARED DEAD 
FOR ThlS SESSION 


House Plans No Action 
Since Senate Has Re- 
fused To Consider Goff 
Enforcement Measure.

Washington, June 15.—With lead- 
ers in congress opposed to further agi- 
tation of the prohibition question at’ 
this time and the date of adjournment 
drawing near dry leaders in both the 
house and the senate virtually have 
abandoned hope of pdssing bone dry 
legislation at this session.

House Action Useléss. 
He admitted privately that in view 
of the fact that the senate leaders 
thus far have refsed to consider the 
Goff bill, the administration’s tight- 
est enforcement measure, there is lit- 
tle use for the house to push through 
similar legislation. 

Late last week the legislative com- 
mittee of the Anti-Saloon League 
sounded a call for immediate action 
on the administration dry bills by 
congress, This message seems to 
have found no substantial support in 
congress and doubt is now expr 
as to the final enactment into law of 
even the Andrews bill providing for 
creation of a separate bureau of pro- 
hibition and Dram prohibition 
agents under civil service. 

It. is possible that a last-minute ef- 
fort to push the civil service bill and 
the treasury reorganization bill 
through the senate may be made by 
dry leaders in view of the fact that 
both measures have passed the house. 

A meeting of dry leaders will be 
held later in the week and at that 
time final decision as_to what will 
be done at this session is expected to

Editor Constitution :—Casualty com- 
panies write three forms of automobile 
coverage: Public liability, property 
damage and collision—the collision 
being further divided into | fuil 
coverage, $50 deductible, and $100 
deductible. The differentiation in rates 
varies first, as to the territory the 
car is principally used; second, by 
the type of car covered, and third, by 
classification.

THE GOOD OLD SUNBURN 
TIME. 


Exposure of the uncovered skin to 
direct sunlight is a practice which 
is beneficial in more ways than we 
ever dreamed of before the diseoverys 
of vitamins and the vitaminie influ- 
ence of ultraviolet light. Neither sun- 
burn nor sunstroke is advisable, but 
a good deal of circulation has been 
given recently to pseudo scientific 
ideas to the effect that going with- 
out a hat or otherwise exposing the 
body to sunlight entails some vague 
danger other than sunburn or sun- 
stroke.. These scares, I] suspect, have 
been inspired by the hatters. Anyway, 
I want to reassure everybody who 
may have been impressed by the 
scare that the ultraviolet or actinic 
rays of sunlight can do nothing 
worse to a naked person than burn 
him or give him sunstroke, at least 
in Amerjca. 

Sunburn, tan and freckles are not 
sigus of health, but just signs et 
one has been exposed to the greatest 
source of health. 

Mild sunburn, that is, a hurn of the 
first degree—reddening of the skin— 
is harmless and almost unavoidable 
when the skin is suddeniy subjected 
to unaccustomed exposure. In_ hos- 
pitals where the sunbath treatment 
is given, sunburn is avoided by very 
gradually increasing exposure, both 
time and skin area, beginning, usu- 
ally, with five minutes of exposure of 
the skin on the front of the legs, 
once, twice or thrice daily, and in- 
creasing the time a few minutes and 
the area a few square inches daily. 
In this way the pitient is never 
burned but after many weeks becomes 
deeply tanned. 

Second degree sunburn is a burn 
accompanied with blisters. This re- 
quires the same surgical treatment as 
ordinary second degree burns require ; 
the important factor being asepsis— 
not antisepties.. Few people under- 
stand what asepsis meang or how to 
use it. Second degree burns, whether 
from sun or fire or chemicals, should 
have competent surgical care. Occa- 
sionally sunburn is of the third de- 
gree, that is, the entire skin or deeper 
tissues are destroyed, and sloughing 
follows, leaving a very slowly healing 
uleer or raw wound.

HOFF’S APPEAL 
IS ANSWERED 
BY W. C. PROUT 


Boston, June 15.—(?)—A third ap- 
peal by Charles Hoff, world’s cham- 
pion pole vaulter, for information as 
to why he was barred by the Amateuf 
Athletic union from further competi- 
tion in the United States, was an- 
swered today. William C. Prout, of 
Boston, chairman of the foreign rela- 
tions committee of the A. A. U., tele- 


graphed Hoff that he was sending him 
a letter by air mail today. Prout re- 
fused to divulge the contents of the 
letter but said Hoff may do so if he 
‘desires. 

Hoff indicated several weeks ago 
that he might resort to court action 
as a result of the suspension that fol- 
lowed his refusal to compete at the 
A. A. U. meet in San Francisco. In 
his telegram today Hoff explained that 
he felt he should not go back to Nor- 
way under a cloud, 

Had Warned Hoff. 

Prout said that during a talk with 
Hoff here last February he had warn- 
ed the Norwegian to be careful in his 
dealings with athletic promoters. 

“The A. A. U.,’’ I explained, “could 
not tell him where to compete but it 
did possess the right to tell him where 
he could not compete. When the pres- 
ent tangle arose we acted well within 
our authority.” 

Asked if the method of procedure 
followed by the foreign relations com- 
mittee was the only one which could 
have been followed, Prout replied: 

“The only other course open was to 
prefer charges of professionalism. We 
decided in view of the fact that he 
was a visitor to allow him to depart 
in peace, but he has not done so. If 
charges had been preferred Hoff 
would have been forced to prove him- 
self innocent.’’

Plans To Settle 
Tacna-Arica Row 
Is Near Collapse 


Washington, June 15.—()—The 
Washington program for settlement of 
the Tacna-Arica dispute between Chile 
and Peru is threatened with complete 
collapse. 

After many months of weary nego- 
tiation, initiated by the late Presi- 
dent Harding, the two countries have 
reached an impasse from which of- 
ficials here see little hope of escape. 

Although a day or two may elapse 
before the disagreement reaches its 
final issue, President Coolidge’s pro- 
posal for a plebiscite in the disputed 


territory apparently hag been vetoed 
by Chile’s refusal to accept conditions 
regarded as fair by Peru and the 
United States and at the same time 
an alternative negotiation started by 
Secretary Kellogg is showing signs of 
lapsing without an agreement. 
Crisis Reached. 


The controversy over the plebiscite 
proposal reached its crisis when the 
American Peruvian-Chilean commis- 
sion sitting at Arica decided by ma- 
jority vote that Chile had made a 
fair election impossible, and there were 
indications here today that. no ap- 
peal to Washington on that subject 
would avail. Officials would not dis- 
cuss the situation today, but they 
manifestly are about convinced that 
further discussions at Arica would be 
a waste of time. 

The separate negotiations in prog- 
ress here between Secretary Kellogg 
and the Chilean and Peruvian am- 
bassadors are looked upon in Latin- 
American diplomatic circles as almost 
certain to be carried down in- the 
crash of the plebiscite commission. 

How far-reaching such a_ result 
would be is a matter of lively dis- 
cussion in Washington. It is con- 
ceded privately that complete failure 
of the American effort would be a 
blow to the prestige of the United 
States throughout the western hemi- 
sphere if blame for the failure in any 
way is attached to the American ne- 
atiators; and a statement from

United States, Colonel Charles H. 
Danforth, of the United States army 


air service, told the Rotary club at 
their regular weekly luncheon held 
at the Capital City club on. Tuesday. 

“T can bring planes to Atlanta to- 
day,” said Colonel Danforth. “which 
will make the trip from Atlanta to 
Montgomery regular in less than 45 
minutes. Business men cannot ignore 
transportation facilities like that.” 

* Colonel Danforth said, however, 
that much worl would yet have to 
be done on Candler field before it 
wotild prove suitable for use by the 
heavier types of planes. 

“One of the modern, big planes,” 
he said, “requires a long take off and 
landing field and it is useless to ex- 
pect such planes to come here until 
proper provision is made for them. In 
fact, they can't come, for planes have 
to land, you know; they can’t stay up 
in the air indefinitely. 

Colonel Danforth aloes the work 
done at Candler field under diréction 
of Mayor Walter A. Sims and Alder- 
man William B. Hartsfield, chairman 
of the aviation committee of city 
council. 

“But they need a real’ appropria- 
tion,” he said, “and you Rotarians 
should get behind them to show. them 
that the city wants.a real appropria- 
tion for a real flying field and real 
aviation service.”

GENERAL PRICE LEVEL

Washington, June 15.—Industry 
slowed up slightly in April, and there 
was a further reduction in the gen-.

Production in basic industries 
dropped one per cent during the 
month. While there were slight in- 
creases in production of lumber and 
pig iron, these were more than offset 
by declines in the output of other in- 
dustries.

Automobile production continued in 
large volume. Factory employment 
and payrolls declined slightly in 
April, particularly in the food, tohac- 
co, textile and boot and shoe indus- 
tries.

Stories were widely — circulated 
throughout Wall street today to the 
effect that General Motors directors 
would at next month’s meeting de- 
clare a stock dividend of 20 or 25 
rer cent. In increasing its regular 
dividend and in declaring extra -divi- 
dends, General Motors within the last 
year has been very generous with its 
share holders. Undoubtedly the com- 
pany’s very large earnings, which con- 
tinue to show gains, justify what has 
been done in dividends during the last 
year, and it is possible that a stock 
dividend also is ahead. - Speculative 
Wall street, however, is merely gness- 
ing regarding the predicted stock divi- 
dends for Steel common and General 
Motors. But this much is certain. 
If the. predictions now being heard 
for. General Motors are made good 
next month even by a small stock 
diyidend. the stock market can’ be 
kept boiling until election time on 
prospects of a substantial dividend 
late in the year on Steel comon. In 
the meantime, an active stock market 
with prices advancing will have a fav- 
orable influence on general trade. 

Chart readers in Wall street are 
predicting a temporary reaction in 
the stock market. There must be 
something in charts or chart readers 
would not be so numerous or per- 
sistent.

Many people were surprised at the 
news from Washington that the sen- 
ate and congress had agreed on a bill 
to extend the life of the federal re- 
serve system for a period of 50 years 
from 1934, surprised because few 
realized that under the law the life 
of the federal reserve system was 
limited to any given time. When the 
federal reserve law was passed. in 
1914, national banks under the then 
existing law regulating national banks 
hed to have their charters renewed 
every 12 years. This clause, recently 
dropped from the national bank law, 
was originally adopted as a_ safe- 
guard, or rather as a club to hold 
over national banks, the implied 
threat being that unless a bank man- 
aged its affairs properly, its char- 
ter would not be renewed. In 1914 
the 12 federal reserve banks were, 
given 20-year charters. It appears 
now, however, that this clause of the 
federal reserve bank act will be 
dropped as it hag been dropped re- 
cently in the case of national banks, 
The federal reserve system or some- 
thing better will continue, whether or 
not the pending bill is passed, for no 
individual institution in our govern- 
ment has proved a better right to ex- 
istence. What would have happened 
to this country after the war broke 
out in 1914 without the federal re- 
serve system is something that Wall 
street does not like to think about. 

We have grown so accustomed to 
the federal reserve system that the 
average business man does not realize 
how its influence for good has grown 
in many different. directions. Take 
just one example. When the federal 
reserve act was passed in 1914, there 
was a money trust with headqvyarters 
in Wall street. and with every man, 
woman and child in the country pay- 
ing tribute directly and indirectly. 
in many different ways. This Wall 
street money trust has gradually dis- 
appeared until today every section of 
the country under the various in- 
dividual 12 federal reserve banks, is 
independent of the other. Moreover, 
even in the section of the country 
known as Wall street, which is in- 
cluded under the New York federal 
reserve hank, there is no_ longer 
recognized banking leadership, which 
in the old days included leadership of 
industrial companies, railroads, stock 
exchange houses. The degree of real 
independence in our daily business 
life gained from the federal reserve 
act has not as yet begun to be appre- 
ciated by the average American busi- 
ness man. :

Wood, member of the general as- 
sembly from Fulton county, and can- 
didate for governor, made a stinging 
attack on his opponent in the race 
at a meetifg here tonight. 

Hundreds from Wilkerson and sur- 
rounding counties packed the local 
auditorium as the speaker denounced 
what he termed the “greatest politi- 
cal machine ever formed in Georgia.” 

“The Holder-Hardwick crowd is 
seeking to dominate Georgia and 
control the gubernatorial contests this 
fall by promises they can not hope 
to deliver,” Wood declared. “Hold- 
er will run on an anti-bond platform 
if he has not had change of heart 
since he spoke recently in Savannah, 
where he declared that the pay-as- 
you-go plan is the only feasible and 
economical system for the state. 

“He will do this despite the fact 
that in 1923 he told members of the 
Georgia State Automobile associa- 
tion that a $75,000,000 bond issue to 
pave the roads of Georgia was the 
thing for the state. Holder is an ap- 
pointee of Thomas W. Hardwick and 
is honor-bound to carry out Hard- 
wick’s policies and wishes even if he 
were elected as the chief executive 
of the state. No man who has been 
repudiated by the voters of a state 
has the right to control the governors 
chair. 

“Other candidates have told you 
that they will seek measures which 
the governor could not and can not 
contro). I come to you with the 
promise to recommend certain things 
and to exercise the authority of the 
governor’s office to see that certain 
other matters are done. 

Wants Reorganization. 

“T stand for reorganization of the 
highway board, for curtailment of 
useless employees in all departments,

PREMIER BALDWIN 
VOTED CONFIDENCE 


BY CHARLES M. M’'CANN. 

London, June 15.—The house of 
commons, by a vote of 299 to 138. 
Tuesday night voted confidence in the 
government’s policy for handling the 
coal strike. 

The vote followed a declaration by 
Premier Baldwin for an 8-hour day 
for British miners, with no reduction 
in pay. He was interrupted by ‘a- 
borite members who shouted thrests 
of an appeal for a general election. 

Urge General Election. 

“You're going out, that is where 
you're going.” was the shouted reply 
of the laborites Tuesday when Bald- 
win outlined to the house of commons 
the government's policy in attempt- 
ing to settle the coal strike. “What 
you say means a general election.” 

Disaster is inevitable the premier 
said, if losses to the coal industry 
and to factorites dependent on the 
coal industry are allowed to e¢on- 
tinue. 

“Factories will have to cease work 
soon for their stocks are being slow- 
ly exhausted,” he said. ‘‘While the 
struggle lasts we will have to import 
coal from abroad. I do not attempt 
to apportion the blame for this stu 
barness, this folly, but I shall ad- 
dress myself once more to the task 
of trying to suggest ways and means 
of escape and a return to common 
sense which alone can save the situ- 
ation.” 

Baldwin then announced that the 
eabinet had decided longer working 
hours were essential, and preferable 
to a reduction of wages. He said 
that he intended to leave the 7-hour 
day law unchanged but to introduce leg- 
islation enabling the temporary addi- 
tion of an extra hour. An additional 
subsidy of $150,000,000 was offered 
recently to the coal industry, the pre- 
mier continued, and would be offered 
again if a settlement could be reach- 
ed along the lines he suggested.

Woman Recounts 
Intimate Story 
Of Jones Slaying 


Birmingham, Ala., June 15.—(4)— 
John D. Jones challenged Bryon J. 
Shirley and Dewey Barrett to a fight 
and did not draw his gun until he 
had been fired upon, Miss Thelma 
Shipp, companion of Jones, testified 
today in the trial of Shirley. 

Miss Shipp said that Jones shout- 
ed to Shirley and Barrett: “Take 
your hands off your guns, get out of 
the car and I’ll beat you.’ About 
that time shots rang out from the 
Shirley car, she testified. 

The witness, an attractive young 
woman, spoke in a low voice, but 
answered all questions straight to the 
point without deviation. She said it 
was her opinion that at least one shot 
was fired into Jones body after he 
had fallen, but the court ruled this 
testimony out. 

Miss Shipp, who professed on the 
witness stand her love for the slain 
officer, went into thorough explana- 
tion of the circumstances surrounding 
the death of Jones. 

According to her statement she was 
accompanied by Jones and by Mrs. 
Josephine McManus and Deputy J. C. 
Tate, and after spending the earlier 
rl of the evening in Bessemer, they 
ad halted at Death’s Crossing when 
the car of Shirley and Barrett sud- 
denly stopped behind them.

Mrs. Andrews pointed ont that she 
organized the Presidents’ club of this 
city; was the first woman elected to 
a city board, being named a Carnegie 
library board member; was chairman 
of citizenship committee for Georgia 
of the National Security league and 
in that position was largely responsi- 
ble for placiag the constitution of the 
United Fates and the code of laws of 
Georgia in the public school curricu- 
lum, and later was appointed chair- 
man for Georgia of the Security leacue 
by Governor Dorsey. She is a Bible 
teacher of many years’ experience and 
at present is teacher of the womens 
Rible class of St. Paul church. Her 
course of Bible stuly has attracted 
much favorable comment, and so im- 
pressed the Califoraia delegation to 
the recent P.-T. A convention in At- 
lanta that Mrs. Andrews was asked 
to outline her course for high school 


Bible study with a view to having-it 
adopted by California. 


Active in Citizenship. 


Mrs. Andrews for several years has 
been active in citizenship study, social 
welfare work and ether movements of 
that nature. She represented the sec- 
ond ward in the League of Women 
Voters; was a tireless worker in the 
recent $8,000,000 city bond election, 
and has taken a leading part in civic 
affairs of the city for the past nine 
years. 

In concluding her address to the 
group of women Tuesday, Mrs. An- 
drews explained that she “merely 
wished to give an accounting of my 
life’s activities, so that workers and 
others interested in the reform move 
might know that I have spent my life 
in useful, uplifting work and that I 
hope to continue that same course 
with the help of others.” 

All her life, she said, had been 
spent in teaching and studying and 
; serving humanity, and “now I am ad- 
ivertised as one subject to arrest.” 
Mrs. Andrews “weferred to “veiled 
threats that we women will be arrest- 
ed if we continue our efforts to clean 
up the city,” declaring that “we have 
broken no laws, therefore, are not 
subject to arrest.” : 

“Nor am I, or other reform workers, 
subjects for boaa fide damage suits,” 
she concluded. “It is all a smoke 
screen to hide the real issue, and we 
will ‘carry on’ our policy of calling 
the public’s attention to glaring inef- 
ficiency in police and other circles 
with the hope that sufficient senti- 
ment Will be aroused to influence the 
Ey enforcement of laws ‘of the 
aad.
